Chair remarks 


The Chair updated Council on the recent appointment of Dr. Prag Pillay 
from Clarkson University who has accepted to take the Hydro Quebec 
Chair. 


The Chair indicated that the Canada research chair review recently took. 
Chair would like to put together a document that would outline how the 
Canada research chairs are renewed. 


The Chair informed the Council that The Canadian Engineering 
Accreditation Board has decided to extend the accreditation of the ENCS 
Software Engineering undergraduate program to June 2012. 


The program was initially introduced in 1998. Based on CEAB's visit in 
the Fall of 2001, it received accreditation with the first graduating class in 
June 2002 for three years to 2005. According to CEAB rules that was the 
longest period of accreditation for a new program. In the Fall of 2004, 
CEAB came to Concordia with an accreditation visit for the Software 
Engineering program, and a decision was subsequently made in June 2005 
to extend the accreditation to 2008, while requesting a letter of progress on 
program development in June 2007. In June 2007, the Faculty filed the 
letter of progress. 


The program received a seven year accreditation 2005-2012 without a 
visit; a record accreditation period as far as the rules of CEAB are 
concerned (maximum is six). This is a great achievement for Concordia 
and its ENCS Faculty; a testimony to the quality of the programs in 
reference to National Standards of accreditation. 


CEAB rules are to grant accreditation for a three year period followed by a 
full accreditation visit, or six years period with a full accreditation visit. 


Concordia's Software Engineering program was the first such program to 
be established in Quebec and the third of its kind in Canada. It was a 
hallmark of the dynamism that marked the rise and development of 
programs that meet the demands of students and industry; while also 
attracting students to Concordia.
